INTRODUCTION 


This prayer book is an effort to present beautiful truths and 
devotions of our Roman Catholic Faith, in order that those 
who use these prayers devoutly may obtain greater grace 
to better serve God. The book draws particularly on that 
gigantic source of God’s goodness and mercy — a source 
which is virtually untapped. Furthermore, there are utilized 
some texts that come from private revelations which also 
can spur us on to receive available graces by emphasizing 
even a deeper devotion to God. “When it’s a question of pri- 
vate revelations the Pope is the SOLE judge for the entire 
Roman Catholic Church!”

INDULGENCES 


Indulgenced prayers and devotions are a gift from the Church 
to aid us in our spiritual joumey. A plenary indulgence is a full 
pardon for punishments owing for sin, sacramentally con- 
fessed, and makes possible immediate entrance into heaven 
after death. The requirements for gaining a plenary indul- 
gence are sacramental confession, Communion and prayers 
for the Pope’s intentions such as an Our Father and a Hail 
Mary. We must also have an attitude of love and penitence, 
with no attachment to any sin. If this disposition is in any way 
less than complete, or if the three prescribed conditions are 
not fulfilled, the indulgence is only partial. This form of 
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indulgence may only be gained once a day, and may be 
offered only for the deceased or for yourself. Prayers with 
this privilege are indicated thus ** in this book. 


A partial Indulgence is a partial pardon for penance owing. 
The faithful should at least have a contrite heart to gain the 
partial indulgence. Prayers with this privilege are indicated 
thus *. The Enchiridion of Indulgences has been followed 
for these marked prayers. Older prayers are labeled thus, 
“indulgenced by Pope (Name).” 


Scripture says: “Pray without ceasing.” St. Lawrence 
Justinian puts prayer in the proper light. He writes: “In 
prayer the soul cleanses itself from sin, charity is nour- 
ished, faith is strengthened, hope is made secure, the spir- 
it rejoices, the soul grows tender, the heart is purified, truth 
discovers itself, temptation is overcome, sadness takes to 
flight, the senses are renewed, failing virtue is made good, 
tepidity disappears, the rust of sin is rubbed away. In it are 
brought forth flashes of heavenly desire, and in these fires 
the flame of divine love burns up.” May the Pieta Prayer 
Book serve all souls who desire to advance their spiritual 
life and live in union with God.

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PRAYERS ARE APPROVED 


Pope Urban VI (1378-1389) encouraged the multiplication of 
written copies of the Revelations of St. Bridget, for there were 
no printing presses at that time. The Magnificent Prayers were 
copied from a book printed in Toulouse in 1740, and pub- 
lished by Fr. Adrien Parvilliers of the Society of Jesus, 
Missionary Apostolic of the Holy Land. He had approbation, 
permission and recommendation to spread the devotion. 


The books containing these prayers have been approved by 
a great number of prelates, among them His Eminence 
Cardinal! F. J. Giraud of Cambria in 1845, and Archbishop 
Florian of Toulouse in 1863. Blessed Pope Pius IX on May 
31, 1862, blessed The Revelations of St Bridget. The great 
Congress of Malines recommended the prayers on August 
22, 1863. Pope Benedict XV (1914-1922) expressed himself 
as follows on the Revelations of St. Bridget: “The approba- 
tion of such revelations implies nothing more than, after 
mature examination, it is permissible to publish them for the 
unit of the faithful. Though they don’t merit the same cre- 
dence as the truths of religion, one can however, believe 
them out of human faith, conforming to the rules of pru- 
dence by which they are probable, and supported by suffi- 
cient motives that one might believe in them piously.”

SAINT BRIDGET OF SWEDEN 


On the 14th of June, 1303, the moment Bridget was born, 
Benedict, the curate of Rasbo, prayed for the happy deliv- 
erance of Ingeborde. Suddenly he found himself enveloped 
by a luminous cloud out of which Our Lady appeared and 
said: “A child has been bom at Birger; her voice will be 
heard by the entire world.”

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St Brigitte or St. Bridget, daughter of Birgir, royal blood 
prince of Sweden, was bom of highly pious parents. Having 
lost her virtuous mother soon after birth, little Bridget was 
brought up by one of her highly virtuous aunts. She could 
not speak before the age of three, but as soon as she 
spoke, she began praising God. In early childhood serious 
discourses pleased her, and grace powerfully filled her 
heart so that only pious readings attracted her. 


At the age of ten she was particularly touched by a sermon 
she heard on the Passion of Our Lord. The following night 
she believed that she saw Our Lord nailed to the cross and 
all covered with blood and wounds. At the same time she 
heard a voice saying: “Look upon Me, My daughter.” “O 
Dear Lord,” asked St. Bridget, “who has treated You so cru- 
elly?” Our Lord replied: “Those who despise Me and are 
insensible to My Love for them.” That mysterious dream 
left so deep an impression on her that, from then on, she 
continually meditated on the sufferings of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which drove her to tears. 


At the age of 15, through obedience, she was married to Prince 
Ulf, a very pious young man, and they had eight children. One 
of her daughters became St. Catherine of Sweden. 


St. Bridget’s example more than her instructions sanctified 
her large family. Her revelations and other celestial favors 
made her all the more fervent and humble. She died in 
Rome in 1373 after having retumed from a pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land. She practiced mental prayer and meditated 
often on the life and sufferings of Our Lord Jesus Christ. 
She founded the Brigittines. 


For a long time St. Bridget wanted to know the number of 
blows Our Lord received during His Passion. He one day 
appeared to her and said: “I received 5480 blows on My 
Body. If you wish to honor them in some way, say 15 
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Our Fathers and 15 Had Marys with the following prayers 
{which He taught her) for a whole year. When the year is 
up, you wH have honored each one of My Wounds.” 


Visitors to the Church of St. Paul at Rome can see the cruci- 
fix, above the Tabemacle in the Blessed Sacrament Chapel, 
sculptured by Pierre Cavallini, before which St. Bridget knelt 
when she received these fifteen prayers from Our Lord. The 
following inscription was placed in the church to commemo- 
rate the event: “Pendentis, Pendente Dei verba accepit aure 
accipit et verbum corde Brigitta Deum. Anno Jubilei MCCCL” 
(Translation: “Bridget not only receives the words of God 
hanging in the air, but takes the work of God into her heart 
Jubilee Year 1350.”) 


Promises 


I will deliver 15 souls of his lineage from purgatory. 

15 souls of his lineage will be confirmed and preserved in 

grace. 

15 sinners of his lineage will be converted. 

Whoever recites these prayers will attain the first degree 

of perfection. 

5. 15 days before his death I will give him My Precious Body 
in order that he may escape etemal starvation; I will give 
him My Precious Blood to drink lest he thirst etemally, 

6. 15 days before his death he will feel a deep contrition for all 
his sins and will have a perfect knowledge of them. 

7. 1 will place before him the sign of My Victorious Cross for 
his help and defense against the attacks of his enemies. 

8. Before his death | shall come with My dearest beloved 
Mother. 

9. I shall graciously receive his soul, and will lead it into eter- 
nal joys. 

10. And having led it there I shall give him a special draught 

from the fountain of My Deity, something I will not for 
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those who have not recited My prayers. 

11. Let it be known that whoever may have been living in a 
state of mortal sin for 30 years, but who will recite devout- 
ly, or have the intention to recite these Prayers, the Lord 
will forgive him all his sins. 

12. I shall protect him from strong temptations. 

13. I shall preserve and guard his 5 senses. 

14. I shall preserve him from a sudden death. 

15. His soul will be delivered from etemal death. 

16. He will obtain all he asks for from God and the Blessed 
Virgin. 

17. tf he has lived all his life doing his own will and he is to die 
the next day, his life will be prolonged. 

18. Every time one recites these Prayers he gains 100 days 
indulgence. 

19. He is assured of being joined to the supreme Choir of 
Angels. 

20. Whoever teaches these Prayers to another, will have 
continuous joy and merit which will endure eternally. 

21. There where these Prayers are being said or will be said 
in the future, God is present with His grace. 

The 21 St Bridget Promises, while traditionally associated with 

the St Bridget Prayers, are not covered by an imprimatur. 

In Jan. of 1954 the Holy Office issued a waming that the super- 

natura! origin of these promises has not been proven. 


The Church has always recommended meditations on the 
Passion of Our Lord. The Blessed Virgin Mary said to St 
Bridget: “The consideration of the Passion of my Son ought 
to be frequently in man’s thoughts.” St Bonaventure said: 
“Let him who desires to attain union with God keep the eyes 
of his soul ever fixed on Him who hangs dying on the Cross. 
It's from those wounds of the Saviour that man draws power 
to suffer not merely with patience but with joy.” 


FIFTEEN ST. BRIDGET PRAYERS 
First Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. (page 78) 

O Jesus Christ! Etena! Sweetness to those who love Thee, 
joy surpassing all joy and all desire, salvation and hope of 
all sinners, Who hast proved that Thou hast no greater 
desire than to be among men, even assuming human 
nature at the fullness of time for the love of men! Recall all 
the sufferings Thou hast endured from the instant of Thy 
conception, and especially during Thy Passion, as it was 
decreed and ordained from all eternity in the Divine Plan. 


Remember, O Lord, that during the Last Supper with Thy 
disciples, having washed their feet, Thou gavest them Thy 
Most Precious Body and Blood, and while at the same time 
Thou didst sweetly console them, Thou didst foretell them 
Thy coming Passion. 


Remember the sadness and bittemess which Thou didst 
experience in Thy Soul as Thou Thyself bore witness saying: 
“My Soul is sorrowful, even unto death.” 


Remember ali the fear, anguish and pain that Thou didst 
suffer in Thy delicate Body before the torment of the 
Crucifixion when, after having prayed three times, bathed in 
a sweat of blood, Thou wast betrayed by Judas, Thy disci- 
ple, arrested by the people of a nation Thou hadst chosen 
and elevated, accused by false witnesses, unjustly judged 
by three judges during the flower of Thy youth and during 
the solemn Paschal season. 


Remember that Thou wast despoiled of Thy garments and 
clothed in those of derision; that Thy Face and Eyes were 
veiled; that Thou wast buffeted, crowned with thoms, a reed 
placed in Thy Hands; that Thou was crushed with blows and 
overwhelmed with affronts and outrages. 
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In memory of all these pains and sufferings which Thou didst 
- endure before Thy Passion on the Cross, grant me before my 
death true contrition, a sincere and entire confession, worthy 
satisfaction and the remission of all my sins. Amen. 


Second Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! True liberty of angels, Paradise of delights! 
Remember the horror and sadness which Thou didst endure 
when Thy enemies, like furious lions, surrounded Thee, and 
by thousands of insults, spits, blows, lacerations and other 
unheard-of-cruelties, tormented Thee at will. 


In consideration of these torments and insulting words, ! 
beseech Thee, O my Saviour, to deliver me from all my ene- 
mies, visible and invisible, and to bring me, under Thy pro- 
tection, to the perfection of eternal salvation. Amen. 


Third Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. 

O Jesus! Creator of heaven and earth Whom nothing can 
encompass or limit, Thou Who dost enfold and hold all under 
Thy loving power! Remember the very bitter pain Thou didst 
suffer when the Jews nailed Thy Sacred Hands and Feet to 
the Cross by blow after blow with big blunt nails, and not 
finding Thee in a pitiable enough state to satisfy their rage, 
they enlarged Thy Wounds, and added pain to pain, and with 
indescribable cruelty stretched Thy Body on the Cross, 
pulled Thee from all sides, thus dislocating Thy Limbs. 


| beg of Thee, O Jesus, by the memory of this most loving 
suffering of the Cross, to grant me the grace to fear Thee and 
to love Thee. Amen. 


Fourth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Heavenly Physician, raised aloft on the Cross to 
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heal our wounds with Thine! Remember the bruises which 
Thou didst suffer and the weakness of all Thy Members 
which were distended to such a degree that never was 
there pain like unto Thine. From the crown of Thy Head to 
the soles of Thy Feet there was not one spot on Thy Body 
that was not in torment; and yet, forgetting all Thy suffer- 
ings, Thou didst not cease to pray to Thy heavenly Father 
for Thy enemies, saying: “Father forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” 


Through this great mercy, and in memory of this suffering, 
grant that the remembrance of Thy most bitter Passion may 
effect in me a perfect contrition and the remission of all my 
sins. Amen. 


Fifth Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. 

O Jesus! Mirror of eternal splendor! Remember the sadness 
which Thou experienced when, contemplating in the light of 
Thy Divinity the predestination of those who would be saved 
by the merits of Thy Sacred Passion, Thou didst see at the 
same time, the great multitude of reprobates who would be 
damned for their sins, and Thou didst complain bitterly of 
those hopeless, lost and unfortunate sinners. 


Through this abyss of compassion and pity, and especially 
through the goodness which Thou displayed to the good 
thief when Thou saidst to him: “This day, thou shalt be with 
Me in paradise.” | beg of Thee, O Sweet Jesus, that at the 
hour of my death, Thou wilt show me mercy. Amen. 


Sixth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Beloved and most desirable King! Remember the 
grief Thou didst suffer when, naked and like a common crim- 
inal, Thou was fastened and raised on the Cross, when all 
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Thy relatives and friends abandoned Thee, except Thy 
beloved Mother, who remained close to Thee during Thy 
agony and whom Thou didst entrust to Thy faithful disciple 
when Thou saidst to Mary: “Woman, behold thy son!” and to 
St John: “Son, behold thy Mother!” 


| beg of Thee, O my Saviour, by the sword of sorrow which 
pierced the soul of Thy holy Mother, to have compassion 
on me in all my afflictions and tribulations, both corporal 
and spiritual, and to assist me in all my trials, and especial- 
ly at the hour of my death. Amen. 


Seventh Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Inexhaustible Fountain of compassion, Who by a 
profound gesture of love said from the Cross: “1 thirst!”, suf- 
fered from the thirst for the salvation of the human race. 


| beg of Thee, O my Saviour, to inflame in my heart the 
desire to tend toward perfection in all my acts, and to extin- 
guish in me the concupiscence of the flesh and the ardor of 
worldly desires. Amen. 


Eighth Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. 

O Jesus! Sweetness of hearts, delight of the spirit! By the bit- 
temess of the vinegar and gall which Thou didst taste on the 
Cross for love of us, grant me the grace to receive worthily 
Thy Precious Body and Blood during my life and at the hour 
of my death, that they may serve as a remedy and consola- 
tion for my soul. Amen 


Ninth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Royal virtue, joy of the mind! Recall the pain Thou 
didst endure when, plunged in an ocean of bittemess at the 
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approach of death, insulted, outraged by the Jews, Thou 
didst cry out in a loud voice that Thou was abandoned by 
Thy Father, saying: “My God, My God, why hast Thou for- 
saken me?” 


Through this anguish, | beg of Thee, O my Saviour, not to 
abandon me in the terrors and pains of my death. Amen. 


Tenth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Who art the beginning and end of all things, life 
and virtue! Remember that for my sake Thou was plunged 
in an abyss of suffering from the soles of Thy Feet to the 
crown of Thy Head. 


In consideration of the enormity of Thy Wounds, teach me to 
keep, through pure love, Thy Commandments, whose way is 
wide and easy for those who love Thee. Amen. 


Eleventh Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. 

O Jesus! Deep abyss of mercy! I beg of Thee, in memory of 
Thy Wounds which penetrated to the very marrow of Thy 
Bones and to the depth of Thy being, to draw me, a miser- 
able sinner overwhelmed by my offenses, away from sin and 
to hide me from Thy Face justly irritated against me. Hide me 
in Thy Wounds until Thy anger and just indignation shall 
have passed away. Amen. 


Twelfth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Mirror of truth, symbol of unity, link of charity! 
Remember the multitude of wounds with which Thou was 
covered from Head to Foot, tom and reddened by the 
spilling of Thy adorable Blood. O Great and Universal Pain 
which Thou didst suffer in Thy virginal Flesh for love of us! 
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Sweetest Jesus! What is there that Thou couldst have done 
for us which Thou has not done? 


May the fruit of Thy Sufferings be renewed in my soul by 
the faithful remembrance of Thy Passion, and may Thy 
Love increase in my heart each day, until | see Thee in eter- 
nity, Thou Who art the treasury of every real good and every 
joy, which I beg Thee to grant me, O Sweetest Jesus, in 
heaven. Amen. 


Thirteenth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! Strong Lion, Immortal and Invincible King! 
Remember the pain which Thou didst endure! When all Thy 
strength, both moral and physical, was entirely exhausted, 
Thou didst bow Thy Head, saying: “Tt is consummated!” 


Through this anguish and grief, | beg of Thee, Lord Jesus, to 
have mercy on me at the hour of my death when my mind 
will be greatly troubled and my soul will be in anguish. Amen. 


Fourteenth Prayer 

Our Father — Hail Mary. 

O Jesus! Only Son of the Father, Splendor and Figure of His 
Substance! Remember the simple and humble recommen- 
dation Thou didst make of Thy Soul to Thy Etemal Father, 
saying: “Father, into Thy Hands | commend My Spirit!” And 
with Thy Body all tom, and Thy Heart broken, and the bow- 
els of Thy Mercy open to redeem us, Thou didst expire. 


By this Precious Death, 1 beg of Thee, O King of Saints, to 
comfort me and help me to resist the devil, the flesh and the 
world, so that being dead to the world | may live for Thee 
alone. I beg of Thee, at the hour of my death to receive me, a 
pilgrim and an exile retuming to Thee. Amen. 
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Fifteenth Prayer 
Our Father — Hail Mary. 
O Jesus! True and fruitful Vine! Remember the abundant 
outpouring of Blood which Thou didst so generously shed 
from Thy Sacred Body, as juice from grapes in a wine press. 


From Thy Side, pierced with a lance by a soldier, blood and 
water issued forth until there was not left in Thy Body a sin- 
gle drop; and finally, tike a bundle of myrth lifted to the top 
of the Cross, Thy delicate Flesh was destroyed, the very 
Substance of Thy Body withered, and the Marrow of Thy 
Bones dried up. 


Through this bitter Passion and through the outpouring of 
Thy Precious Blood, I beg of Thee, O Sweet Jesus, to receive 
my soul when I am in my death agony. Amen. 


Conclusion 
O Sweet Jesus! Pierce my heart so that my tears of penitence 
and love will be my bread day and night. May I be converted 
entirely to Thee; may my heart be Thy perpetual! habitation; 
may my conversation be pleasing to Thee; and may the end 
of my life be so praiseworthy that | may merit heaven and 
there with Thy saints, praise Thee forever. Amen.

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THREE VERY BEAUTIFUL PRAYERS 


Which are very useful to a dying person, and should be 
prayed often as an act of mercy. 


It is related that there once was a Pope in Rome who was 
Surrounded by many sins. The Lord God struck him with a 
fatal illness. When he saw that he was dying, he summoned 
Cardinals, Bishops and learned persons and said to them: 
“My dear friends! What comfort can you give me now that 
i must die, and when I deserve etemal damnation for my 
sins?” No one answered him. One of them, a pious curate 
named John, said. “Father, why do you doubt the Mercy of 
God?” The Pope replied, “What comfort can you give me 
now that } must die and fear that l'il be damned for my 
sins?” John replied, ‘Til read three prayers over you; [hope 
you'll be comforted and that you'll obtain mercy from God.” 
The Pope was unable to say more. The curate and all those 
present knelt and said the following prayers: 


Our Father, (page 78.) 


1. Lord Jesus Christ! Thou Son of God and Son of the 
Virgin Mary, God and Man! Thou Who in fear sweated blood 
for us on the Mount of Olives in order to bring peace and to 
offer Thy Most Holy Death to God, Thy Heavenly Father, for 
the salvation of this dying person... If it be, however, that by 
his sins he merits eternal damnation, then may it be deflect- 
ed from him. This, O Etemal Father, through Our Lord 
Jesus Christ, Thy Dear Son, Who liveth and reigneth in 
union with Thee and The Holy Spirit, now and forever. 
Amen. 


2. Lord Jesus Christ! Thou Who meekly died on the trunk 
of the Cross for us, submitting Thy Will completely to Thy 
Heavenly Father in order to bring peace and to offer Thy 
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most Holy Death to Thy Heavenly Father in order to free 
..(this person) ... and to hide from him what he has eamed 
with his sins; grant this O Etemal Father! Through Our Lord 
Jesus, Thy Son, Who liveth and reigneth with Thee in union 
with the Holy Spirit now and forever. Amen. 


3. Lord Jesus Christ! Thou Who remained silent to speak 
through the mouths of the prophets: I have drawn Thee to 
me through Etemal Love, which Love drew Thee from 
heaven into the body of the Virgin, which Love drew Thee 
from the body of the Virgin into the valley of this needful 
world, which Love kept Thee thirty-three years in this world. 
Asa sign of great Love, Thou hast given Thy Holy Body as 
true food and Thy Holy Blood as true drink. As a sign of 
great Love, Thou has consented to be a prisoner and to be 
led from one judge to another. As a sign of great Love, Thou 
hast consented to be condemned to death, and hast con- 
sented to die and to be buried and truly risen, and to appear 
to Thy Holy Mother and all the holy apostles. As a sign of 
great Love, Thou hast ascended under Thy own strength 
and power, and sitteth at the right hand of God, Thy 
Heavenly Father. Thou has sent Thy Holy Spirit into the 
hearts of Thy apostles and the hearts of all who hope and 
believe in Thee. Through Thy sign of Etema! Love, open 
heaven today and take this dying person ... and all his for- 
given sins into the realm of Thy Heavenly Father, that he 
may reign with Thee now and forever. Amen. 


Meanwhile the Pope died. The curate persevered to the 
third hour. Then the Pope appeared to him in body and 
comforted him; his countenance as brilliant as the sun, his 
clothes as white as snow, and he said: “My dear brother! 
Whereas | was supposed to be a child of damnation, I've 
become a child of happiness. As you recited the first prayer 
many of my sins fell from me as rain from heaven, and as

you recited the second prayer, | was purified, as a gold- 
smith purifies gold in a hot fire. I was still further purified as 
you recited the third prayer. Then | saw heaven open and 
the Lord Jesus standing at the right hand of God the Father, 
who said to me: “Come, all thy sins are forgiven thee; you'll 
be and remain in the realm of My Father forever. Amen!” 


With these words my soul separated from my body and the 
angels of God ted it to eternal joy. 


As the curate heard this he said: “O Holy Father! | can’t tell 
these things to anyone, for they won't believe me.” Then 
the Pope said, “Truly, I tell thee, the Angel of God stands 
with me and has written the prayers in letters of gold for the 
consolement of all sinners.” 


Then the Pope said that these prayers, if they are recited in 
the presence of a great sinner who is about to die, will aid 
them with many graces and even assist them in their suf- 
fering in purgatory so that they will be freed from any pun- 
ishments that are due to their sins. 


He also said that the person who hears them read should 
himself trust that the Lord preserves him from an unhappy 
death. The story tells us that he even had them taken into St. 
Peter’s Basilica and placed on the altar as a sign of his great 
esteem for them. He especially desired that anyone who 
recited these prayers would have the hour of his death 
revealed to him in order to make a good preparation and 
avoid purgatory.

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Stations of the Cross 


A plenary indulgence is granted the Christian faithful who 
devoutly make the Stations of the Cross. This devout exer- 
cise of the Stations of the Cross helps renew our remem- 
brance of the sufferings which our Divine Redeemer under- 
went on His joumey from Pilate’s praetorium, where He 
was condemned to death, to Mount Calvary, where for our 
salvation He died on the cross. 


The norms for obtaining this plenary indulgence are the 
following: 


1. This devout exercise must be performed before Stations 
of the Cross which have been lawfully erected. 


2. Fourteen crosses are required in order to erect the 
Stations of the Cross. As an aid to devotion these cross- 
es are customarily attached to fourteen tableaux or 
images representing the Jerusalem stations. 


3. In accord with the more common custom, this devout 
exercise consists of fourteen pious readings to which 
are joined some vocal prayers. But in order to perform 
this devout exercise it is required only that one devoutly 
meditate upon the Passion and Death of the Lord. Itis not 
required that one meditate upon each of the individual 
mysteries of the stations. 


4. Movement from one station to the next is required. If the 
devout exercise is carried out publicly and such 
movement by all present cannot be donè without some 
disorder, it is sufficient that the person who is leading the 
exercise move from station to station while the others 
remain in their places. 


5. Persons who are legitimately prevented from fulfilling the 
above requirements can obtain this indulgence if they at 
least spend some time, e.g. fifteen minutes, in devout 
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reading and meditation upon the Passion and Death of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

6. Equivalent to this devout exercise of the Stations of the 
Cross — even with regard to obtaining the indulgence — 
are those other devout exercises which have been 
approved by the competent authority and which call to 
mind the remembrance of the Lord’s Passion and Death 
in a manner similar to the Stations of the Cross 

7.{n order to obtain this indulgence, the patriarchs can 
establish some other devout exercise in memory of the 
Passion and Death of our Lord Jesus Christ for those 
Eastern Christian faithful whose usages do not include 
this exercise of the Stations. 


A SHORT WAY OF THE CROSS 
As used by The Franciscan Fathers on their Missions 

First Station: Jesus is Condemned to Death

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BROTHER ESTANISLAO (1903- 1927) 


At the age of 18, a young Spaniard entered the Novitiate of 
The Brothers of the Christian Schools at Bugedo. He took 
the Vow of Regularity, Perfection and Pure Love. in 
October, 1926, he offered himself to Jesus through Mary. 
Soon after this heroic donation, he fell ill and was obliged 
to rest. He died saintly in March, 1927. He was, according to 
the Master of Novices, a Privileged Soul, who received mes- 
sages from heaven.

Origin of the Novena to St. Therese of the Child 
Jesus and the Holy Face 


Father Putigan, a Jesuit, began the novena to Saint Therese 
of the Child Jesus on December 3, 1925, asking the glorious 
saint for one great favor. For nine days he recited the “Glory 
be to the Father” twenty-four times, thanking the Holy Trinity 
for the favors and graces showered on Saint Therese during 
the twenty-four years of her life on earth. The priest asked, 
Saint Therese that, as a sign that his novena was heard, he 
would receive from someone a freshly plucked rose. On the 
third day of the novena, an unknown person sought out 
Father Putigan and presented him with a beautiful rose. 


Father Putigan began the second novena on December 24 
of the same year and, as a sign, asked for a white rose. On 
the fourth day of this novena, one of the sister-nurses 
brought him a white rose saying: 


“Saint Therese sent you this.” 

Amazed, the priest asked, 

“Where did you get this?” 

“Iwas in the chapel,” said the Sister, “and as I 
was leaving, I passed the altar above which 
hangs the beautiful picture of Saint Therese. 
This rose fell at my feet. 1 wanted to put it back 
into the bouquet, but a thought came to me that 
iI should bring it to you.” 


Father Putigan received the favors he had petitioned of the 
Little Flower of Jesus, and promised to spread the novena 
to increase devotion to her, and bring her more honor.

St. Elizabeth, Queen of Hungary, with St. Matilda and St. Bridget, 
wishing to know something of the Passion of Jesus Christ, offered 
fervent and special prayers, upon which there appeared to them 
Our Lord Jesus Christ Who spoke to each of them in the following 
manner: 


“I descended from heaven to the earth in order to convert 
you. 


In olden times, people were religious and their harvests 
were abundant. At present, on the contrary, they are scanty. 


lf you want to reap an abundant harvest, you must not work 
on Sunday, for on Sunday you must go to Church and pray 
to God to forgive your sins. He gave you six days in which 
to work and one for rest and devotion, and to tender your 
help to the poor and assist the Church. 


Those people who brawl against My religion and cast slurs 
on this Sacred Letter shall be forsaken by Me. 


On the contrary, those people who shall carry a copy of this 
letter with them shall be free from death by drowning and 
from sudden death. They shall be free from all contagious 
diseases and lightning; they shall not die without confes- 
sion, and shall be free from their enemies and from the 
hand of wrongful authority, and from all their standerers 
and false witnesses. 


Women in peril at child-birth will, by keeping this oration 
about them, immediately overcome the difficulty. In the 
houses where this oration is kept, no evil thing will ever 
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happen; and forty days before the death of a person who 
has this oration about him or her, the Blessed Virgin will 
appear to him or her. So said St. Gregorius.

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History of the Devotion to the Infant of Prague 


Devotion to the Infant Jesus is as old as Christianity itself. 
It ever tends to keep the great mystery of Our Lord's birth 
vividly before us. 


A special devotion to the Divine Child originated with the 
Carmelites in the city of Prague, Bohemia, in the beginning of 
the seventeenth century. Princess Polyxenia of Lobkowitz 
had received, as a wedding gift from her mother, a statue of 
the Divine Child, previously brought from Spain. After the 
death of her husband, the princess devoted herself to works 
of charity and was particularly helpful to the Carmelites in 
Prague. When, in 1628, the Carmelite Monastery had been 
reduced to poverty, owing to the ravages of war, the princess 
gave her precious statue to the Carmelites, saying: 


“| GIVE YOU WHAT I PRIZE MOST HIGHLY IN THE 
WORLD. HONOR AND RESPECT THE CHILD JESUS AND 
YOU SHALL NEVER BE IN WANT.” 


Her gift was placed in the Carmelite oratory. The words of the 
princess proved prophetic, for as long as the Carmelites kept 
up their devotion to the Divine Infant of Prague, everything 
prospered with them. The Carmelites were later forced to flee 
from the city and in the confusion of the war they were 
unable to take with them their miraculous statue. The 
invaders seized it and threw it into a pile of rubbish. In 1635, 
peace came to Prague and the Carmelites retumed. One of 
them, Venerable Cyril of the Mother of God, O.C.D. (1590- 
1675), who had previously received great spiritual help 
through his devotion to the Infant of Prague, sought the stat- 
ue and found it amidst the rubbish. Overjoyed, he placed the 
statue again in the oratory. As Father Cyril was one day pray- 
ing devotedly before the statue, he heard a voice saying: 
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“HAVE MERCY ON ME AND I WILL HAVE MERCY ON 
YOU. RETURN MY HANDS TO ME AND I SHALL GIVE 
YOU PEACE. THE MORE YOU HONOR ME, THE MORE ! 
SHALL BLESS YOU.” Startled by these words, Father 
Cyril examined the statue and upon drawing aside the 
mantle covering it, he found that both hands of the statue 
were broken off. The hands were restored to the statue 
through the generosity of a client of the Divine Child. 
Once more peace and prosperity returned to the 
Carmelites. 


Devotion to the Divine Child had always been practiced by 
the Carmelites, for through their Mother, Mary, this Divine 
Child had come to the world. St. Teresa of Jesus practiced 
Particular devotion to the Divine Child. St. Therese, the 
Little Flower, was also a most fervent venerator.

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Our Lady of Czestochowa 


On the back cover is a portrait of Our Lady holding the 
child Jesus. This is Poland’s most sacred icon. The por- 
trait is located on the hifl called Jasna Gora in 
Czestochowa. It is titled Our Lady of Czestochowa. 


Oral tradition holds that St. Luke the Evangelist painted 
Our Lady during her lifetime on a cypress wood tabletop. 
In 326, when St. Helen went to Jerusalem in search of the 
True Cross, she found the portrait. Returning home, she 
gave the portrait to her son Constantine, and it remained 
in Constantinople for 500 years. Emperor Charlemagne, 
while visiting Constantinople, was offered a gift of his 
choice from the city, and he chose the portrait of Our Lady. 
He, in turn, presented it to Prince Leo of Ruthenia, where it 
remained for centuries. 


Marauding Tartar tribes besieging the castle at Belz, had 
damaged the portrait with an arrow piercing the neck. So 
in 1382, Prince Ladisiaus of Opole set out to transfer the 
picture for safekeeping. Stopping in Czestochowa to rest 
for the night, he placed the icon in a smail church on the 
hill called Jasna Gora (Bright Hill}. The next morning, the 
horses refused to move and Ladislause discerned that this 
was where Mary wished the portrait to remain. On August 
16, 1382, he entrusted the portrait to the white-robed 
Pauline Fathers from Hungary. 


In 1430, the icon was damaged when the shrine at Jasna 
Gora was robbed. The image was restored, but the slash- 
es and arrow damage always returned. For decorative pur- 
poses, the icon has 2 jeweled and beaded dresses and a 
gold crown, a gift from St. Pope Pius X, to replace one that 
was stolen. Many miracles have been attributed to Our 
Lady of Czestochowa. In 1655, the King of Poland pro- 
claimed her the hereditary Queen of Poland.
